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GW MASTER PLAN REVIEW 


In the early 1960’s, a D.C. urban development 
board, the National Capital Planning Commission 
(NCPC), decided each D,C, university had to design a 
long-range program for expansion and growth reach- 
ing to the year 1990 and beyond. 

Most schools, including GW, were lacking insuch 
a comprehensive development program. As a result, 
the GW Master Plan evolved to fill this gap, and has 
since become one of the University’s most contro- 
versial proposals. 

The controversy centers around the belief held by 
many students, faculty and area residents that atree- 
shaded, townhoused urban campus should be a priority 
of GW. They contend that developing highrise, stone 
structures destroys the human aspects of the univer- 
sity, Dissenters also charge architects of the Master 
Plan with a lack of imagination and creativity. 

But whatever the basis for the argument, the Plan 
does exist and is now in operation. Four of the six 
buildings designated for the Plan’s ‘‘Phase 1’’ are 
finished or under construction: the Thomas Edison 
Building, the Medical School and Himmelfarb Library, 
the parking garage, and the new general library. 

A fifth structure, the activities building, is on the 
final drawing boards, and the new faculty office build- 
ing is not far behind, 

The GW Master Plan, despite its critics, is not a 
loosely-written or spur-of-the-moment program, Ac- 
cording to Vice President and Treasurer Charles E. 
Diehl, GW ‘‘had to make a choice” in the early 60’s 
whether ‘‘to remain as an urban campus and fight the 
apparent obstacles for development or move into 
Virginia or some place else.” 

GW President Lloyd H. Elliott said the original 
Plan was designed in 1963, after the approval of the 
Board of Trustees, by a Chicago-Washington based 
city planning firm, Perkins and Will. Elliott became 
president in 1965 and a year later Mills, Petticord 
and Mills (MP&M) designed a ‘‘90 million development 
plan’’ for GW. 

The MP&M Plan called for the development of the 
20-block area bounded by Pennsylvania Ave., and F, 
19th, and 24th streets, the area designated by the NCPC 
for GW expansion. In 1969, according to Elliott, the 
University learned the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) had obtained 67 per cent of the commercial 
property in the block where Adams Hall is located. 
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GET TO KNOW YOUR POLICEMEN

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FEBRUARY FBA MEETING 


Officials of METRO addressed the FBA meeting 
on February 26. ‘‘More like a magic carpet than a 
subway,” were the words used by John Druckenbrod, 
METRO’s Assistant Director of Community Services, 
to describe Washington’s subway, now in the noisy 
construction stage in the Foggy Bottom area. METRO 
is trying to move ahead on schedule, but is trying to 
do something about citizen complaints, Mr. Dricken- 
brod explained. The average guy, he said, comes 
home from work after a hard day and he’s in no mood 
to listen to METRO construction all night. If you have 
a complaint about METRO construction noise, call 
Mr. Dana Wallace at the D.C. Departmentof Highways 
and Traffic. 

In addition to Mr. Druckenbrod, Mr. Waram and 
Arthur Minwegen also attended the FBA meeting. They 
are engineers with Bechtel Associates, General Con- 
struction Consultants to METRO, The men showed 
Slides to illustrate what the new subway system will 
look like when it is finished, and to show how con- 
struction is proceding. 

You will be able to ride from the Foggy Bottom 
Station to the House side of the Capitol in eight min- 
utes, and you will never have to wait more than three 
minutes for a train during rush hours. There will be 
discount fares for senior citizens during non-rush 
hours. Eighteen and a half miles and 24 stations are 
now under construction in the metropolitan area, 
representing 19 percent of the total system’s mileage. 
The entire system is due for completion in 1979, but 
in May 1976, initial service in the Foggy Bottom area 
will begin. 

Other highlights of the FBA meeting included a 
demonstration by a police officer of Operation Identi- 
fication, the Police Department’s effort tohave Wash- 
ington residents identify their belongings by marking 
them with an electric engraver. Information is avail- 
able from the precinct which will lend the marker to 
persons wishing to engrave their social security num- 
ber or other identifying mark on their possessions. 
The idea is that possessions so marked are easier to 
recover if stolen. 

Mark Plaisted, Foggy Bottom’s representative on 
the D.C. Bicentennial Commission, made a brief re- 
port and asked FBA residents with ideas for neighbor- 
hood bicentennial projects to let him know so that he 
can present them to the Commission for possible 
funding. 

The meeting adjourned at 10:15 p.m.

Diehl said GW owned six pieces of land in that 
block, but ‘‘could not compete’ with a ‘‘massive inter- 
national organization such as the IMF.” As a result, 
GW lost the block, after presenting. several arguments 
before the NCPC, and had to redesign the plan once 
again. 

The present GW Master Plan, drawn by Marcou, 
O’Leary and Associates, Inc., of Washington, resulted 
in a three phase development program of the 19 block 
area designated by the NCPC in which GW presently 
owns 76 per cent of the land. 

According to Diehl, GW has no power of eminent 
domain, which forces the University to purchase all 
land on the open market when the owner is willing to 
sell, 

Elliott said, ‘““‘The owner can wait for the price 
he wants, but several owners themselves become in- 
vested in the development of GW and give their prop- 
erty to GW.” 

The only block within the designated area where 
GW does not own property is bounded by Virginia Ave., 
and 23rd and G Streets. Elliott and Diehl expressed 
some concern about the area and hope a situation simi- 
lar to the one with IMF did not occur there. 

‘“‘The whole thing rests on the University’s support 
in the area of development from all segments of its 
community-alumni, faculty, students, etc.’’, Elliott 
said. ‘‘It is my feeling that by allowing GW to develop 
we will be adding to the unanimity of this area, not 
detracting from it.”
